Applicant's amendment of 3-25-02 has overcome the previous rejections of 112/1^^ 
(Scope of Enablement) by deleting "prevention" from method claims. Thus, said rejection is 
withdrawn herein for the allowance of claims 2-13, 15, 17-28, and 38-41. 



Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to methods of inhibiting NF-kB, 
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and TNF-a using benzoquinone derivatives. The closest 
references, Suzuki et. al. and Nunokawa et al., teaches 
benzoquinone derivatives. However, said references do not 
relate the inhibition of NF-kB and TNF-a to benzoquinone 
derivatives. Thus, there is no motivation for one skilled in the 
art to use benzoquinone derivatives as claimed herein.
